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South Viets 
Reach Citadel 
Of Quang Tri 


SAIGON (AP) — South Viet­ 
namese troops made major ad­ 
vances on two fronts today, 
fighting their way to the walls 
of Quang Tri Citadel in the 
northern counteroffensive and 
recapturing a second district 
town on the central coast. 
In the air war, American jets 
bombed the southern sector of 
Hanoi on Sunday for the' second 
successive day, setting a bat­ 
tery plant on fire and trigger­ 
ing a donen explosions, the U.S. 
Command reported. 
Associated Press correspond­ 
ent Dennis Neeld reported from 
Quang 
Tri 
that 
government 
paratroopers pushed through a 
hail of North Vietnamese artil­ 
lery on the approaches to the 
Citadel, then encountered with­ 
ering fire through two breaches 
in the 40-foot walls of the 19th 
century fortress. 
“The North Vietnamese are 
funnelling their firepower into 
the gaps in the walls, and it’s 
murder in there,” one officer 
said. 
Officers said the South Viet­ 
namese were taking substantial 
casualties but refused to say 
how many. 
Neeld 
said 
the 
paratroops 
launched their assault at dawn 
from a string of bunkers within 
50 yards of the Citadel walls, 
moving behind a heavy artil­ 
lery and aerial bombardment. 
The two breaches in the walls 
had been made two weeks ago 
by U.S. jets with laser-guided 
2,000-pound bombs. 
Meanwhile, 
in

Dinh 
Province, on the central coast, 
more than 1,000 South Vietnam­ 
ese rangers moving on foot and 
by helicopter recaptured the' 
district town of Tam Quan, As­ 
sociated 
Press 
photographer 
Neal Ulevich reported. He said 
the North Vietnamese put up 
only light resistance. 
Government forces were not 
so successful in the Que Son 
Valley, 25 miles south of Da 
Nang, where the North Viet­ 
namese reportedly launched a 
series of heavy assaults. 
Field informants said an out­ 
post called 'Lion was overrun 
and two of the government de­ 
fenders were killed, 17 were 
wounded and 61 were missing. 
On the northern front, Fire 
Base Bastogne and three other 
positions guarding the western 
flanks of Hue were hit by more 
than 1,209 rounds of shellfire.

South 
Vietnamese soldiers were killed 
and 22 were wounded. 
The air attacks on Hanoi’s 
Van Dien battery plant were 
the first since the full-scale 
bombing of North Vietnam re­ 
sumed April 6. 
The North Vietnamese For­ 
eign Ministry said that many 
factories and other economic 
installations and workers’ col­ 
lective housing area were de­ 
stroyed, 
and 
many 
civilians 
were killed. 
North Vietnam also claimed 
that 13 U.S. jets were shot 
down Saturday and Sunday and 
at least one pilot of a Navy F8 
was captured. The U.S. Com­ 
mand reported only two planes 
lost, a Navy RF8 reconnais­ 
sance jet downed Saturday 35 
miles south of Thanh Hoa and a 
Navy A7 that crashed in the 
Tonkin Gulf Sunday night. The 
Command said the pilot of the 
RF8 is missing and the pilot of 
the A7 was rescued.

New Blackout 
Hits 27,000 


Homes In NYC 


NEW YORK (AP) — A new 
blackout hit 27,000 homes here 
today as the city treaded thin 
power 
reserves 
into 
another 
day of 90-degree heat. 
A short-circuited feeder cable 
from a Consolidated Edison Co. 
substation forced engineers to 
shut down overloaded power 
lines serving four communities 
in the New' York City borough 
of Queens. 
The utility gradually began 
restoring 
power 
about 
three 
hours after the outage at 12:15 
a.m. EDT. 
It was the latest of a. series of 
localized blackouts that began 
last wreek. They were caused by 
transmission 
problems 
that 
were aggravated by record de­ 
mands for electricity. 
Charles F. Luce, board chair­ 
man of Con Edison, said in a 
television 
interview 
Sunday 
that New Yorkers could, expect 
more of the same this week. 
“We face a tough week,” he 
said. 
Temperatures were forecast 
to rise into the 90s today for the 
fourth day in a row. The heat 
wave started July 12. Sunday’s 
high of 94 degrees matched 
Wednesday’s peak as the year's 
high, driving millions of New 
Yorkers to area beaches. 


Trapped In Burning Mine 


BLACKSV1LLE, W. Va. (AP) 
— 
Rescue 
workers 
today 
neared completion of a shaft 
they were drilling into a. burn­ 
ing coal mine where nine men 
were trapped, but hope was di­ 
minishing that they would be 
found alive. 
‘We have found nothing thus 
far...to give us any encour­ 
agement,” said Hazlett Coch­ 
ran, a spokesman for Consoli­ 
dation Coal CO., owner of the 
mine. 
The rescue crews were ex­ 
pected 
to 
complete 
between 
noon, and 1 p.m., EDT, A five- 
inch hole into the mine. 
The bore hole was at a site 
about a mile and a quarter 
from the fire, at a spot where 
the trapped men might have 
sought refuge. 
Cochran said the hole “will 
permit us to determine 
air 
quality.., and tell us whether cr 
not the air is capable of sus­ 
taining life.” 
Also, 
microphones 
wdll 
be 
dropped into the hole. In addi­ 
tion, geologists spread a net­ 
work of geophones around the 
area of the bore hole. These 
are able to detect sounds or vi­ 
brations from deep within the 
earth, but at mid-morning had 
picked up no sounds. 
There has been no word from 
the nine men since shortly after 
the fire erupted Saturday eve­ 
ning. And, officials of the Con­ 
solidation Coal Co.’s Blacksville 
No. 1 mine said Sunday night 
chances the 
men 
would 
be 
found alve were “quite dim.” 
“I don’t think I am stating 
anything but a fact,” John Cor­ 
coran, Consol president, said. 
He 
called 
the 
situation 
a 
“tragedy.” 
The 
bore 
hole 
was being 
drilled in an attempt to reach 
the men or possibly commu­ 
nicate with them. Failing that, 
officials hoped to learn some­ 
thing about conditions in. the 
mine 650 feet below the rolling 
hills of this West Virginia-Penn- 
s.vlvana border community. 
An official of the U.S. Bureau 
of Mines said temperatures in 
the immediate area of the fire 
probably were 
between 2.500 


and 3,000 degrees fahrenheit. 
Corcoran said at a news con­ 
ference he felt conditions lor 
rescuing the trapped

State Law 
On Abortion 
Is Upheld 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
Indiana Supreme Court today 
upheld a 1.905 state law' which 
prohibits abortions except to 
save the life of an expectant 
mother. 
The decision upheld the con­ 
viction of 01 lie Cheaney, also 
known as Mac Owens, in Van­ 
derburgh Circuit Court where 
she was sentenced to a 3-14 
year term in. the Indiana Wom­ 
en’s Prison for performing an 
abortion. 
“ If this law appears too strict 
or harsh for some, the place to 
change it is not in the cou*Is 
but in the Legislature,” Justice 
Donald H. Hunter wrote in the 
4-1 opinion. 
The appeal to the high court 
challenged 
the 
law’s 
con­ 
stitutionality. 
“When the rights of the un­ 
born child come in conflict with 
the rights of the mother, the 
state can and must strke a bal­ 
ance between these interests,” 
Hunter wrote. 
“We do not pretend to know 
where the balance should lie, 
for this involves 
a weighing of 
social values which is a legisla - 
tve function and properly out- 
sde 
the 
ambit 
of 
the 
judiciary.”

SELF-BLOOD TRANSFUSIONS 
The worst hazards of blood transfusion 
during surgery may now be avoided by 
the simple expedient of using the pa­ 
tient’s own blood instead of someone 
else’s. So-called autologous transfusion 
involves withdrawing a pint of blood 
from the patient before surgery, and 
then gving him large intravenous doses 
of iron and other nutrients to make up 
for the loss. If more than one unit ctf 
blood is considered necessary for the op­ 
eration, as many as three or four units 
may be withdrawn, followed by the blood- 
feeding regimen, so long as the blood will 
not be more than three weeks old when 
it is returned to its donor. 
The chief advantage of self-transfusion 
is that it eliminates the risk of hepatitis. 
An estimated 30,000 Americans a year 
contract 
transfusion-connected 
hepa­ 
titis, and 1,500 or more of them die of 
the disease, according to a 1970 National 
Research Council study. Another risk 
eliminated would be that of the incom­ 
patibility of blood cells. 
While'not every candidate for surgery 
would be eligible for the procedure, it 
nevertheless presents at this time the 
most hopeful prospect for a blood-bank- 
ing improvement. Since two-thirds of all 
transfusions are administered during 
and after surgery, wider acceptance of 
autologous transfusion would greatly re­ 
duce the pressure on the common store 
of blood for emergency cases. 
The 
Association of American Blood 
Banks has appointed a committee, head­ 
ed by Dr. Daniel Rosenstein of San An­ 
tonio, Texas, to study autologous trans­ 
fusion and develop guidelines on manag­ 
ing the procedure for the use of the 
medical profession. The committee will 
report on its study at an international 
transfusion congress to be held in Wash­ 
ing to later this summer. Some doctors 
are so enthusiastic about the blood-feed­ 
ing possibilities that they believe it can 
eliminate the necessity of transfusing 
any blood at all in some cases. “Bloodless 
surgery” has proved a godsend for mem­ 
bers of Jehovah’s Witnesses, whose re­ 
ligion forbids the transfer of blood from 
one person to another.

Four years without a state tax 
increase has been the goal ot 
the Edgar D. Whitcomb admin­ 
istration. 
One man deserves considera­ 
ble credit for making this possi­ 
ble. He is James O. Mathis, 
Commissioner of the Depart­ 
ment of Revenue. He has placed 
the 
department on 
a sound 
business basis, resulting in an 
tight collection rate of taxes 
due. Increasing revenue in the 
face of a declining economy, 
with no tax increase is the re­ 
cord. 
Mathis said: “The fact that 
we have been able to increase 
revenue substantially over what 
it was is probably a tribute to 
how bad it was, rot how good 
we are.” Better enforcement 
has been his answer. 
When he took over the Depart­ 
ment, 21,000 of 80.000 
retail 
merchants were delinquent in 
remitting sales tax. A massive 
enforcement program brought it 
down to about 5.00C. Purchases 
from, out of state and mail order 
firms were seldom subjected to 
state sales tax. Registration of 
the out of state firms was in­ 
stituted, and some $500.000 was 
recovered from past purchas­ 
ers. Some $20,000 a month from 
one record club, and another 
$12,000 from a publishing firm 
is now received regularly.

Rosea are blooming. 
You can prolong the life of 
your cut roses by several days 
if you follow a few suggestions 
from Jackson 
Perkin, one of 
the most knowledgeable names 
in the business. 
1. Rosas will keep best if cut 
in lata afternoon or early morn­ 
ing, when their sugar content i» 
the highest. 
2. Cut your roses on an angle 
with a sharp knife or pruning 
shears, just when the outside 
petals first start to unfold. 
3. Place them immediately 
into warm water, deep enough 
to cover two-thirds of the stem, 
preferably with a floral pre 
servative added. 
4. Condition them by leaving 
in a cool dark place without 
drafts for three or four h«>uri 
or overnight. The refrigerator 
Is a good place. 
5. Before arranging, remove 
leaves that will be below water 
level in the vase. 
fl. Use • floral preservative ir 
the vase water; display a wav 
from drafts and add fresh wa­ 
ter daily for the thirsty roses 
To revive blooms w'hen they 
start to wilt, cut them again, on 
an angle, and place them in hot 
water. 


If you should get ba rerout 
rose bushes, then find you can't 
plant them promptly, here is 
what to do: 
Soak the plants for 24 hours 
in clean, cool water, even if 
you can plant them sooner 
If the weather isn’t good for 
planting, remove the bushes 
from their plastic nag, sprinkle 
the roots liberally with water, 
re-cover them and return them 
to the box. Repeat this every 
three or four days until time 
for planting, then soak the 
roses overnight. 
Soaking helps 'the roses start 
faster and grow more rapidly. 


Hybrid tea roses bear large 
single flowers on long stems. 
Floribunai are free-flowering. 
producing blooms .in clusters. 


If you haven’t done it al­ 
ready, prune your rose bushes 
to improve their appearance, 
removing dead wood. 
Use sharp toots, such a> a 
fine-toothed saw for thicker 
canes, or pruning shears. 
Don’t leave bare stubs, make 
all cuts on a cane to *he point 
on the crown from which the 
pruned member originated, or 
to a strong outward-facing bud 
Remove all win ter-damaged 
canes and those affected by In­ 
sects and diseases the previous 
year. If there are no live buds, 
remove the entire branch or 
cane. Then remove canes rub­ 
bing or crossing one another, 
those growing toward the cen­ 
ter of the bush and those small­ 
er thin the diameter of a pen­ 
cil.Shape the plant by cutting 
strong canes to a uniform 
height. 
If the winter has been very 
rugged, just remove dead wood 
and save as much live wood a» 
possible. 


Squash keep longer in warm 
storage than cold and it doesn't 
matter whether the stems are 
left on or removed. Cornell Uni 
versity researchers said remov­ 
ing stems of buttercup squash 
seemed to increase the keeping 
quality. Storage at 66 degrees 
was reported far better than 38 
degrees.
